LIKE MANY MARRIAGES, the 
partnership of Eric Sykes and 
Jimmy Edwards, seen in hil- 
arious action in Big Bad Mouse 
on Boxing Day, seems to be 
based on a mutual disrespect 
for each other’s interests. “I 
don’t play golf any more,” says 
Edwards. “It made me so mad 
thar I sold my clubs before I 
did my partner an injury.” 

Says Sykes: “I don’t care 
for polo, The ball hasn’t got 
a hole in it.” 

Is it any wonder that when 
the two men collided on the 
London stage, it resulted in 
one of the zaniest, craziest 
productions in theatre history? 
The Boxing Day show on ITV 
records just one epic, antic 
night during that produc- 
tion. 

The opening night was wild 
enough, but it was just a por- 
tent of the madness during the 
ensuing 18 months and the 
subsequent revival. 

Edwards, for example, would 
stroll off the stage when it 
suited him “and when I was 
in need of a snort”. Sykes 
would clamber into the stage 
side-boxes. Edwards would 
attempt to throw Sykes off his 
lines by placing a chamber-pot 
in a drawer on stage and make 
him open it. 

Sykes, also working on a 
television series at the time, 
would sleep in a bed in the 
wings and ask Edwards to 
wake him up when he needed 
him. Sometimes he did.
